4. On the eve of Musa's trial the Anglo-Egyptian confliet for the Sudan came into 
the open when Muhammad Almad Mahgoub, one of Musa's lawyers, lodged a couplaint 
in the police court against the Ashiqueh Party for publishing in their paper 
a statement which Mahcoub considered defamatory. Musa, fearing the pro-Britigh 
inclinaticn of Mahgoub, hed requested the services of another lawyer. The 
Sudan Graduates General Congress sucoseded in getting rid of Mahgoub, but 
Erescty jrot the Umeh Party reinstated him as one of Musa's defenders, 

Zerruk was the other lawyer retained for the defense, Mahcoub and 
Zarruk petitioned thot the trial should oome before the court on 10 April but 
Babikir Deeb, Superintendent of Police, CID, investigating the case, wanted - 
a later date for the trial, fecring disturbances, Meanwhile, Muse was bept 
in seclusion but he was permitted to send a telegram to the Vurkers' Affaire 
Assooiation advising caution and the contimed solidarity of all the workers, 
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
